Small Pieces of 
Old Rubber Soon 
Add Up in Drive 


Newspaper headlines about the 
hundreds of tons cf old rubber be- 
ing turned and pictures of huge 
| piles of old tires are worrying 
“Pick” McIver, chairman of the 
Pomona-West End Petroleum 
War Council. 
| Although this area—from Eti- 
|wanda avenue to the Kellogg 
ranch—has yielded. to date, 345 
tons of old rubber, still Mr. Mc- 
Iver ig sure there is a great deal 
more rubber in the form of small 
articles that should be turned in. 

He and those assisting him 
have discovered that many per- 
sons read of the huge quantities 
of tires, etc., turned in and de- 
cide not to turn in their small of- 
fering of rubber; that it would 
not count, anyway. 

It is not 90 hard to locate the 
large pieces of rubber, suu.x as 
tires, Mr. McIver points out; such 
articles are coming in gratifying 
quantities. 
| But the small articles, the rub- 
| ber gloves, the bits of worn gar- 
den hose, the old hot water bag, 
| the rubber door stop, the worn 
| rubber heels — these are not com- 
ing as they should, he says. 

One old rubber heel doesn’t 
weigh much, Mr. McIver admits, 
But when put with a thousand 
other rubber heels it helps to tip 
j the scales. 

He suggests that if interested 
persons will call all their friends 
and relatives and ask them to 
bring in old rubber, even the 
smallest pieces, and request each 
one to call all his friends and re- 
latives, and so on, that this rub- 
ber will soon be finished—success- 
fully.
